Adams 
County 
this 
lear 
has 
grown Its “cleanest" and finest apple 
crop. 
T hat was the report made todav 
by John Pepper and Dr, Robert 
Kirby. Pennsylvania State Univer­ 
sity specialists, at the completion of 
their annual "fruit count" to de­ 
termine disease and insect damage 
to the apple crop 
The two men. who have been m ak­ 
ing the count each year for two 
decades said that "this is the beat 
crop ever grown here.” 
In their investigation thev found 
only four orchards in which the 
Injury’ was found on more than five 
per cent of the apples 
and thp per­ 
centage. they said, was only slightly 
above the five per cent mark at 
the worst. 
Weather Didn’t Help 
Ten years ago. they said, as a 
comparison, the number of apples 
suffering insect or disease injury 
ran from five to 20 per cent in about 
50 per cent of the countv orchards. 
Better 
materials, 
better 
spray 
schedules and "a better job of spray­ 
ing all around" was responsible for 
the current "clean crop,” Kirby and 
Pepper held. 
“Even though this year, as far as 
the weather was concerned, was even 
more favorable for late diseases on 
apple than last year, there was far 
less late injury found in the or­ 
chards.”

Use of a new “steam Jenn v” for 
cleaning, was demonstrated T hurs­ 
day evening a t a meeting of the 
Upper Adams Young Farm ers at the 
Biglerville High School. John White 
and Cecil Snyder, agriculture teach­ 
ers at the Biglerville School, demon­ 
strated the steam jenny use on a 
speed sprayer provided by Donald 
and Harold Hollabaugh. 
Experiment* of Dr. Frank Hore- 
fall Jr. at the Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute on use of ground sprays 
to control mice in orchards was re­ 
ported 
by 
Cecil 
Snyder. 
Several 
large orchards In Pennsylvania and 
Maryland 
have 
had 
good 
mouse 
control bv spraying orchards with 
Endrin, Snyder said. 
John White discussed smuts on 
small grains and described their a p ­ 
pearance. method of spreading and 
methods 
of 
control. 
Sm uts 
are 
caused by fungus, he said, and the 
fungus spores are carried on or in 
the seed of the small grain. Use of 
a fungicide for seed treating will 
control many types of smuts. 
Loose smuts of wheat and barley 
require a hot w ater treatm ent to 
kill the fungus because the disease 
is deeply embedded in the seed. 
White said. Because the treatm ent 
requires 
equipment 
generally 
not 
available to the farmer, his ' best 
bet” is to use certified seed. How­ 
ever, experiments are being carried 
out now on a “long water soak” 
treatm ent, White said. Tile trea t­ 
ment consists of soaking wheat for 
38 to 48 hours at 72 to 77 degrees 
and barley for 65 hours at 76 de­ 
grees.

County Agent Lists Methods 
For Better Milk Production; 
Preventing Cattle Poisoning 


By FR \N’K S. ZETTLE 
Adams County Farm Agent 
September is the time to start 
planning ahead for that peak of 
milk production during fall of 1957. 
R esearch has proven that greater 
profits can be realized by freshen­ 
ing dairy cows in the fall. How­ 
ever. 
practical 
experience 
has 
shown 
that 
it 
is not 
easy 
to 
achieve this goal. 
A good place to sta rt this pro­ 
gram 
is with the heifers which 
arc now approaching a year of age. 
Make certain that heifers are in 
condition for breeding by Novem­ 
ber or 
D ecem ber, 
or 
about 
lo 
months of age. In order to d eter­ 
mine whether 
a 
heifer is large 
enough to be bred, use a cattle 
tape 
T ake heart girth m easurem ents 
at the sm allest p art of the chest, 
just bauk of the fore legs. Draw 
the tape reasonably tight, but do 
not stretch. W henever Holstein heif­ 
ers measure 63 inches around the 
heart girth, they are large enough 
to breed 
Ayrshire* and Guernsey* 
should be 59 Inches and Jerseys 
57 Inches 
S ecret 
of 
success 
Is 
feeding 
plenty of high quality 
roughage 
to the calves and heifers. This is 
particularly im portant in feeding 
bred heifers so th at they can con­ 
tinue to grow normally until freshen­ 
ing time. It is a good idea to set 
aside some of the best hay that 
goes into the mow to be fed to 
these younger anim als during the 
winter feeding season. 
Keep Livestock Out Of Woods 
Prevention is the best cure for 
plant poisoning in your livestock 
And the 
best way to prevent 
plant poisoning is to keep your 
anim als out of the woods. 
F igures have not been collected 
to show how m uch money plant 
poisoning 
c o s t a 
Pennsylvania 
farm ers each year in death loss 
and non-production, but there is 
one 
report where the estim ated 
loss to a farm er caused by poison 
hemlock over several years am ount­ 
ed 
to $20,000. 
Many cases have 
been 
noted 
in 
Adams 
County. 
About a dozen species of plants 
are poisonous to anim als, and five 
of these are trees. Some, of course, 
are more poisonous than others. 


G enerally a1] can prove fatal if 
the anim al eats enough either at 
the time or over • longer time. 
Poisonous plants include butter­ 
cups. 
l a r k s p u r , 
Dutchman s 
breeches. Jaek-in-the-pulpit, poke- 
berry, 
bracken 
fern 
and 
white 
snakeroot. The trees include the 
oaks, Kentucky coffee tree, Ohio 
buckeye, black locust and cherries 
Som etim es 
it’s 
leaves, 
som e­ 
times the roots or other parts of 
the plants that contain the poison­ 
ous materials. 
Best policy 
is to 
keep anim als away from all of 
them. 
Meat Production High 
M eat production 
is 
at 
an 
all 
tim e high. The supply for con­ 
sumption per 
person in 
1956 
is 
estimated at only one pound less 
than the record set in 1908 While 
production 
is 
high 
it 
does 
not 
necessarily 
m ean 
that 
livestock 
populations are at an all time high. 
Much of the credit goes to im ­ 
proved breeding and feeding dur­ 
ing the p ast several years. 
In the last three years the nu m ­ 
ber of sows farrowing on U. S 
farm s has been less than 30 years 
ago, yet 27 per cent more pork 
has been produced. The num ber 
of ewes has been 18 per cent be­ 
low the num ber 3 decades earlier, 
but lam b and mutton output has 
been 21 
per cent greater. 
Live 
weight production of cattle and 
calves per cow has increased 48 
per cent the last 30 years. 
Efficiency is a "m u st" for the 
livestock produced today. If he is 
to stay in business, he cannot have 
production records that would have 
been 
average 
30 years ago. To 
succeed today, the livestock pro­ 
ducer m ust:
